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SUMMARY  OF  REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  11)31 

There  are  four  outstanding:  features  that  need  special  mention 
in  this  year’s  report.  The  World  Conference  on  Work  for  the  Blind 
which  was  held  in  New  York  in  April  to  which  I went  as  a delegate 
from  China.  The  moving  into  our  wonderful  buildings.  The  open- 
ing of  a Department  for  Blind  Girls,  and  the  establishment  of  a 
course  in  systems  and  methods  used  in  teaching  the  Blind  and  Deaf 
to  the  graduating  class  of  the  Great  China  University. 

WORLD  CONFERENCE  FOR  BLIND.— My  full  report  of  this 
unique  Conference  is  being  prepared  and  will  soon  be  ready  for 
distribution.  The  Conference  was  an  unqualified  success  not  only  in 
regard  to  extraordinary  advance  made  for  the  cause  of  the  blind,  but 
on  account  of  the  gathering  togeather  of  the  82  delegates  from 
36  countries.  The  personal  contacts  made  and  the  exchange 
of  ideas  manifested  in  the  various  discussions  were  invaluable 
to  all  workers  among  the  blind,  and  we  all  returned  to 
our  various  countries  full  of  inspirations  emulating  from 
highest  ideals  made  possible  only  through  the  gathering  to- 
gether of  the  leaders  in  the  profession  from  all  over  the  world.  The 
overwhelming  kindness,  the  unrivalled  courtesy  and  generous 
hospitality  extended  to  us  on  every  hand  by  our  perfect  hosts  have 
left  memories  that  time  will  not  eradicate.  The  names  of  those 
individuals  and  organizations  who  so  generously  made  my  trip  pos- 
sible will  be  found  in  another  part  of  this  report.  Special  mention 
must  be  made  of  the  generosity  of  Dr.  C.  T.  Wang,  then  the  Minister 
of  Foreign  Affairs.  Without  his  very  great  assistance  the  trip  could 
not  have  been  made. 

NEW  BUILDINGS. — The  new  buildings  twelve  in  number  were 
finally  completed  and  water  and  light  available  on  December  12th, 
on  which  day  we  finished  moving.  It  took  us  in  all  two  weeks  to 
move  everything  including  garden  and  trees  and  we  used  62  trucks 
and  vans,  40  of  which  were  supplied  by  reduced  rates  by  Messrs. 
Marden  & Co.  The  main  work  of  the  Institution  was  only  interrupt- 
ed for  two  days. 

THE  DEPARTMENT  FOR  BLIND  GIRLS.— The  buildings 
being  ready  for  this  department,  it  is  proposed  to  take  in  girls  be- 
tween the  ages  of  eight  and  twelve  as  soon  as  school  opens  after  the 
Mid-Winter  holidays.  We  already  have  five  on  the  waiting  list  and 
are  sure  these  will  be  many  more  when  we  are  ready  to  receive  them. 
The  opening  of  this  department  was  made  possible  through  a gener- 
ous legacy  from  the  Founder,  the  late  Dr.  John  Flyer. 


LECTURE  COURSE  AT  GREAT  CHINA  UNIVERSITY.— 
I was  invited  to  give  a course  of  lectures  on  the  systems  and  methods 
used  in  the  Education  of  the  Blind  and  Deaf  at  the  Great  China 
University.  This  manifests  a keener  interest  in  this  work  and  a re- 
cognition of  its  importance  in  educational  circles.  Nine  in  the 
graduating  class  availed  themselves  of  the  opportunity  thus  oftorded 
them.  The  talks  on  theory  were  given  at  the  University  but  the 
pratical  work  was  at  the  Institution.  Unfortunatly  the  partial 
closing  of  the  University  during  the  recent  political  disturbancies 
was  detrimental  to  the  fullest  usefulness  of  this  course. 


POPULATION. — The  number  of  our  blind  population  shows  a 
decrease  of  one  during  the  year.  At  the  end  of  last  year  we  had 
fifty-nine  on  the  roll,  eight  new  pupils  were  received  and  one  worker 
returned.  In  all  eight  left  and  two  died,  making  the  total  at  the 
end  of  the  year  at  fifty-eight. 

HEALTH. — The  health  of  our  family  has  been  excellent  with 
the  exception  of  six  cases  of  Beri  Beri  which  were  well  cared  for  at 
St.  Luke’s  Hospital.  One  small  boy  died  suddenly  of  heart  trouble 
at  the  school  and  one  other  after  his  return  home. 

STAFF. — Mr.  George  Ho  has  rejoined  our  staff  as  Manager  of 
the  Industrial  Department.  Mr.  Louis  Wong  as  assistant  supervisor. 
Mr.  Fu  Sz  Teh  as  full  time  teacher,  and  Miss  Gyi  as  kindergarten 
and  primary  teacher  in  training.  We  now  have  twelve  blind  teachers 
and  helpers  on  our  staff. 

LITERARY  DEPARTMENT. — Work  of  a high  standard  has 
been  accomplished  in  the  school  proper.  The  Normal  Class  has  been 
discontinued  as  no  pupils  are  available.  Nine  graduated  from  the 
lower  primary  to  the  upper  primary.  We  have  had  two  attending 
St.  John’s  University,  thirteen  in  the  Junior  Middle  School,  nine  in 
the  Higher  Primary  and  fifteen  in  the  Lower  Primary.  We  are 
urgently  in  need  of  new  and  improved  equipment  for  the  School 
Department. 


MUSICAL  DEPARTMENT. — We  have  now  a head  teacher  and 
two  assistant  teachers,  beside  a leader  of  the  band.  In  all  twenty- 
our  have  had  instruction  on  the  organ,  thirteen  in  the  band,  twelve 
in  the  Chinese  Orchestra  and  six  in  the  senior  chorus.  Wc  are 

j 111  need  of  a piano-  four  new  organs,  five  new  band  instruments 
and  a number  of  instruments  for  the  Chinese  orchestra.

it.  With  our  new  library  in  the  School  Building  we  hope  to  make  a

of  G$300.00  worth  of  books  from  the  Perkin’s  Institution  for  the 

B ind  in  Boston.  Our  present  library  consist  of  about  six  hundred 
and  forty  books  in  English  Braille  and  two  hundred  and  seventy-two 
in  Chinese  Braille,  representing  about  twenty  different  titles.  We 
also  have  about  ten  monthly  magazines  in  English  and  two  in 
Chinese  Braille.  We  are  making  arrangements  for  the  establishment 
of  a loaning  department  or  circulating  library,  whereby  all  the  Blind 
in  China  can  make  use  of  our  library. 


RELIGIOUS  WORK. — The  students  of  the  Theological  Depart- 
ment of  the  St.  John’s  University  have  in  past  years  very  kindly 
taken  charge  of  our  Sunday  Morning  church  service,  but  they  have 
not  been  able  to  this  year,  our  teachers  have  carried  on  remarkably 
well.  We  have  had  our  daily  morning  and  evening  prayers,  Christian 
Endeavor  society  and  other  services  as  usual. 


PUBLICITY. — During  the  year  we  have  had  stalls  in  three 
sales,  the  Ministering  Children’s  League,  the  Community  Church  Sale 
and  one  given  by  Mrs.  Lewis  on  Route  Doumer.  We  have  given 
exhibitions  at  the  Great  China  University,  Y.M.C.A.,  Navy  “Y”, 
South  Gate  School  and  twice  at  the  American  Women’s  Club.  On  our 
own  grounds  we  have  had  the  Garden  Party  of  the  Union  Church 
Ladies’  Society  and  the  Sunday  School  Picnics  of  the  Free  Christian 
Chuich  and  the  Endcavourers  Sunday  School.  We  have  entertained 
twenty-seven  different  schools,  totalling  eight  hundred  and  ninety 
one  students,  besides  our  usual  number  of  interested  visitors  nearly 
3,000  in  all. 


BLIND  ART  WORKSHOP. — There  have  been  ten  self-supporting 
blind  workers  in  this  department,  who  have  made  furniture  which 
has  brought  in  a total  of  $4206.59  in  sales,  they  receiving  in  wages 
about  one  thousand  dollars.  There  has  been  a small  profit  this  year 
which  is  quite  satisfactory.  We  hope  to  enlarge  this  side  of  our 
work  next  year,  and  it  has  been  suggested  that  we  open  a down- 
town branch,  as  our  new  buildings  are  so  much  further  away  and 
difficult  to  visit. 

PRINTING. — During  the  year  we  have  published  seventeen  new 
textbooks,  the  Legend  of  the  Christmas  Rose,  a Book  of  Stories,  and 
the  monthly  magazine  in  Braille  the  BEACON,  stereotyping  in  all 
431  small  zinc  plates  and  201  large  zinc  plates.  We  have  printed 
over  seven  hundred  volumes,  besides  the  BEACON  which  has  a 
monthly  edition  of  one  hundred  and  sixty  volumes  of  12  pages.  In 
all  we  have  printed  50,000  pages.  We  have  also  stereotyped  and 
printed  for  the  Braille  Literature  Association  fifty  copies  of  the 
Braille  Primer.

SCHOOL  FOR  THE  DEAF. — During  the  year  the  accommoda- 
tion has  been  taxed  to  the  limit  and  we  have  had  an  average  attend- 
ance of  sixty  boys  and  girls.  The  present  buildings  are  cramped 
and  inadequate  and  we  could  have  at  least  two  hundred  had  we  the 
room  and  facilities.  This  school  is  entirely  selfsupporting. 

DONATIONS. — During  the  year  we  have  received  $7702.87  in 
donations  toward  the  General  Fund,  $840.00  for  special  donations 
towards  the  support  of  pupils,  $752.83  subscriptions  from  members 
and  $903.48  as  board  from  the  pupils  themselves.  We  have  also 
leceived  gifts  of  various  kinds,  all  of  which  have  been  acknowledged 
in  the  usual  manner. 

ACKNOWLEDGEMENTS. — Our  grateful  appreciation  and 
thanks  are  due  to  the  Shanghai  Race  Club  and  all  others  who  have  so 
generous  contributed  to  our  General  and  Special  funds,  to  Mr.  Poy 
G.  Lee  tor  his  unfailing  courtesy  and  sound  advice  in  regard  to  our 
new  buildings,  the  N.  C.  O’s  Club  of  the  4th.  Marines  for  their 
sumptuous  Christmas  dinner  and  entertainment,  the  Mary  Farnham 
Sehool  for  a thoroughly  enjoyed  party  to  our  “Little  Folks”  a bundle 
of  clothes  for  our  bind  girls  from  an  anonymous  lady  donor,  cakes 
biscuits  and  sandwiches  from  Lady  Tseng  Nieh,  Mr.  Sung,  McTyiere 
School,  B.  W.  A.  and  Union  Church  Ladie’s  Society. 

Packages  of  newspapers  and  old  magazines  from  various  donors, 
English  Braille  Magazines,  the  Readers  Digest  and  Copies  of  Re- 
ports, Pamphlets,  and  Magazines  from  various  Institutions  for  the 
Blind  and  Deaf  in  America,  and  to  many  other  friends  all  over  the 
world  who  have  assisted  us  in  various  ways.  We  also  wish  to 
extend  our  sincere  thanks  to  the  Public  of  Shanghai  who  have  visited 
our  Institution,  generouly  purchased  the  output  of  our  Blind 
art  Workshop,  and  extended  to  us  their  sympathy  and  en- 
couragment  which  is  so  essential  in  exacting  work  of  this  nature. 
The  interest  manifested  in  this  Institution  increases  from  year  to 
year,  and  a cordial  invitation  is  given  to  all  to  visit  our  new  buildings 

and  enquire  into  the  work  we  are  trying  to  do  for  the  deaf  and  blind 
oi  unina.

290  Hungjao  Road,  Shanghai 

The  Institution  for  the  Chinese  Blind  was  founded  in  1911  by 
Dr.  John  Fryer  for  the  benefit  of  the  blind  throughout  the  whole 
of  China.  Since  its  establishment  a hundred  and  sixty  boys  have 
been  received  many  of  whom  are  now  earning  their  own  living.  It 
is  supported  partly  by  an  endowment  fund  and  partly  by  subscriptions 
and  donations.  Tuition  is  free  but  all  pupils  are  supposed  to  pay 
$6.00  per  month  for  board  and  sundry  expenses.  A few  part- 
scholarships  are  provided  for  those  unable  to  pay  the  full  amount, 
but  the  recipients  of  such  part-scholarships  are  required  to  obtain  a 
passing  mark  of  at  least  65%  in  the  term’s  average.  Applications 
for  these  part-scholarships  must  be  made  by  letter  annually  by  the 
parents  or  guardians,  and  guaranted  by  some  responsible  person. 
The  Institution  is  open  to  all  educatable  and  normal  blind  children 
from  any  pai't  of  China.  The  new  buildings,  12  in  all,  are  built  on 
the  cottage  plan  and  each  unit  is  housed  in  its  own  home.  Maximum 
capacity  175.  Conditions  for  admission  will  be  forwarded  on  applica- 
tion to  the  Superintendent.  The  Institution  consists  of : — 

A KINDERGARTEN  AND  LOWER  PRIMARY  SCHOOL 
where  blind  boys  receive  a special  and  thorough  education  through 
the  kindergarten  and  three  years  of  Lower  Primary  grades.  Ages 
for  admission  7 to  12  years.  Maximum  capacity  25,  present  enroll- 
ment 14.

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deaf  h0SCH°i°L  f°R  THE  DEAF'  A sePa>’ate  school  for  Chinese 
deaf  boys  and  girls  was  started  5 years  ago.  They  receive  a special 
and  thorough  trainmg  through  the  lower  primary  grades.  Tuition 
and  board  for  term  of  5 months  $65.00.  Maximum  capacity  50, 
present  enrollment  58.  * ’ 


A NORMAL  SCHOOL,  that  provides  for  the  training  of  blind 
and  sighted  teachers  who  wish  to  learn  the  systems  and  methods 
employed  in  the  training  of  the  Blind  & Deaf,  present  enrollment  2. 


A BLINDART  WORKSHOP.  Where  young  blind  men  may 
learn  to  support  themselves  by  Industrial  Work.  They  specialize  in 
rattan,  cane  chairs  and  furniture  and  also  make  nets  for  various 
purposes.  Present  number  of  apprentices  12,  full  time  workers  10. 
laximum  capacity  for  full  time  workers,  and  adult  apprentices  50. 
Sales  for  year  $4,206.00. 


A BRAILLE  PRINTING  DEPARTMENT.  That  publishes  and 
embosses  text  books  and  other  Braille  literature  for  the  Blind  (for 
price  list  see  other  side)  and  issues  a weekly  and  a monthly  magazine 
in  Union  Marndarin  Braille  which  are  sent  free  to  all  who  can  read 
them.  It  also  undertakes  to  emboss  or  print  any  book  or  music  in 
Braille  that  may  be  required.  Prices  on  application.  Blind  workers 
employed  three. 


The  Institution  is  desirous  of  assisting  the  Blind  and  Deaf  of 
China  or  the  workers  and  teachers  among  the  Blind  and  Deaf  in  any 
needed  way.  It  is  endeavoring  the  correlate  all  the  work  done  for 
the  Blind  and  Deaf  in  different  parts  of  China  and  has  recently 
printed  a list  of  such  schools  and  institutions.  It  is  much  interested 
in  Prevention  of  Blindness  Work  and  has'  issued  twelve  pamphlets 
in  Chinese  regarding  the  diseases  and  care  of  the  eyes  in  general. 
A list  will  be  found  in  another  part  of  this  pamphlet.  It  is  par- 


ticularly  anxious  to  have  every  blind  person  in  China  learn  to  read 
and  write  and  have  sufficient  and  suitable  Braille  literature  to  read: 
to  assist  in  starting  new  work  or  reorganizing  that  which  is  being 
carried  on:  provide  games  and  appliances  used  in  schools  or  home- 
teaching.
